accusations have been made by 
people who, though undoubtedly 
sincere, are misinterpreting tho 
intentions of others, May 1, through 
your paper, try to clarity once 
and for all that the League of Wo. 
men Voters of Wilmington {s Nor 
against industry! 

What we are against 1s haphaz. 
ard re-zoning for individuals ang 
business firms who wish to put 
their industries in the areas that 
are the cheapest and most conven. 
ient for THEM, 

T would like to point out that wi. 
mington, as of this past January, 
had zoned 1419.1 acres for indus. 
try where WE wanted it. Mr, Sam- 
uel P, Snow, Wilmington’ s Planning 
Consultant, tells us in his January 
1965 report that of this 1419.1 
acres only 263 acres, or about 18,5 
percent of our industrially zoned 
land, has been developed. Of the 
remaining 1156 acres there are 
approximately 225 acres of swamp 
land, leaving us 931 acres of un- 
occupied land usable for industrial 
development! 

The industrial area situated east 
of Woburn Street and south of Lo- 
well Street 1s not only convenient 
to Route 93 but is located near an 
existing sewer main as well -- a 
main which Mr, Snow feels 1s ade- 
quate. The industrial area in the 
northwesterly sector of the Route 
93 - 125 interchange {s also con- 
venient to Route 93, and although 
there is no municipal sewer ser- 
vice, Mr Snow tells us the soll is 
porous enough to provide for ade- 
quate leaching fields, Here are 
two large industrial areas waiting 
to be developed. They are access- 
ible to Route 93, have no apparant 
Sewer problems, are buildable, 
and are convenient to Routes 128 
and 495, and to Boston, 

One may well ask -- how do 
we encourage the development of 
these areas? The answer -- by 
refusing to re-zone residential 
areas at the request of any in- 
dustry that comes along! Other 
towns manage to have industries 
locate in industrial zones - why 
can’t we? 

In regard to the specific re- 
zoning being proposed for the Con- 
cord Street - Route 93 area, Mr. 
Snow does recommend the use of 
a portion of this area for com- 
mercial purposes, By a portion, 
lam referring to his recommend- 
ation that we re-zone 1800 feet 
back from Concord Street, or ap- 
proximate 71 acres - not the 180 
acres currently being proposed! 

Even for these 71 acres he lists 
two major disadvantages, First 
is the matter of access - serious 
traffic problems will be created 
by ‘building two roads for non- 
residential use on to Concord 
Street near the Route 93 ramps. | 

Another major disadvantage !s 
the lack of a municipal sewer ser- 
vice for this area. Mr, Snow 
says, ‘Because of the land’s lo- 
cation in the Ipswich River water- 
shed, the matter is particularly 
important. Consideration must 
be given to the Reading well fields 
and those farther downstream in 
Lynnfield,’ 

Tn addition to listing these dis- 
advantages, Mr. Snow suggests 
our zoning by-law should be re- 
vised to provide more types of 
industrial and commercial zones. 
He suggests that our zoning by- 
law should include a Special Com- 
mercial District for the Concord 
Street area, and further suggests 
What the uses in this special com- 
mercial district should be. 

At the conclusion of his report,

What was the cause of the fire 
‘vhich burned down the Herbert C 
Barrows homestead, last summer? 
The fire, it was ascertained after- 
wards, started in the barn of the 
building which dated back to the 
early 1700's. It was in the back of 
the barn - a dry area, where there 
was no possibility of spontaneous 
combustion, 

There is an answer - an ugly one. 
Someone must have set that fire. 

‘The Barrows fire was not alone, 
in having started under suspicious 
circumstances, during the past 
summer, Remember the one that 
started in the old building at the 
function of Rtes 38 and 129 - Lowell 
and Main Streets? 

The building was formerly the 
property of John MacIntosh, and is 
now the property of Stanley Webber 

A motorist, at about 11:30 pm 
one evening saw a form near the 
building, and saw flames suddenly 
start, He hurried to Wilmington 
Square and notified the police, The 
fire was soon out. 

Naturally no ohe saw the person 
who had been near that building 
just a couple of minutes previously 

And there were other suspicious 
fires, It is just that the Barrows 
fire was the most spectacular, 

A week ago last night the Wil- 
mington Firemen’s Association 
held their annua] dinner and dance, 
at Moose Hall, in N, Reading, 

The dinner, a roast beef dinner, 
with plenty of food for everyone, 
Started at 7:30 pm and was over 
by 8:30 pm. County Commissioner 
Jack Dever, of Woburn, was the 
principal speaker, and his subject 
was the ‘100 Club’ an organization 
of businessmen who provide emer- 
gency funds for widows of Firemen 
and Policemen killed in the line of 
duty. 

By 9 pm the program was over 
and until midnight the rest of the 
night was supposed to be devoted 
to dancing. 

Arrangements had been made, in 
case there was a fire in Wilming- 
ton - Tewksbury and Reading 
firemen would ‘cover’. 

But by 10:30 pm most ofthe Wil- 
mington Firemen were back in the 
old home town - and on the job,

There were just too many fires 
going on, all at once. 

It turned out that Tewskbury and 
Reading were getting more than 
they bargained for, 

At 7:10 pm there was a fire on 
Anodyer Street, near the Jensen 
farm, It started by the roadside, 
and took 25 minutes to put out, and 
be certain that there were no em- 
bers, 

At 7:40 pm there was another 
fire on Andover Street, - this time 
up near the north end, Again it 
had started by the roadside, The 
Tewksbury firemen put it out -

In started in a shed in back of 
the old Deacon Manning home - the 
name dates’ back to the middle of 
last century. 

The home is now abandoned, but 
it is just possibly the oldest in 
Wilmington, There have been 
those who said it dated back to the 
1660's. It most certainly was In 
existance by 1700, and most cer- 
tainly is the oldest home in that 
Section of town which 1s called 
North Wilmington, 

Someone, the Fire Department 
feels, started that fire. Tewksbury 
and Reading put the fire out, and 
they were there until 12:10 am,

a nate also told the Se- 
lectmen that the state legislature 
still has not voted its budget, 
which may make it necessary to 
again pass over the article to ap- 
propriate money for the Nichols, 
Street Bridge at the Special Town 
Meeting, next Monday, 

The widening of the Nichols 
Street Bridge has been the spe- 
cial project of Representative 
Fred Cain, The last effort of the 
town to appropriate money for 
the Nichols Street Bridge at the 
last Special Town Meeting on Oct- 
ober 25th was thwarted by the 
fact that the County Commission- 
ers had not yet voted their budget.
